"NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that in order to
allow courts to nmake wel |l -informed placenment decisions for children in
the care of the state, the courts nust have accurate information,
i ncl udi ng docunentation supporting assertions or recommendations nmade
by social workers, when appropri ate.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 13.34 RCW
to read as foll ows:

In any proceedi ng under this chapter, if the departnent submts a
report to the court in which the departnment is recomending a new
pl acenent or a change in placenent, the departnent shall include the
docunents relevant to persons in the honme in which a child wll be
pl aced and listed in subsections (1) through (5) of this section to the
report. The departnent shall include only these rel evant docunents and
shall not attach the entire history of the subject of the report.

(1) If the report contains a recommendation, opinion, or assertion
by the departnent relating to substance abuse treatnent, nental health
treatment, anger nmanagenent classes, or donestic violence classes, the
departnment shall attach the docunent upon which the recomendati on,
opi nion, or assertion was based. The docunentation may include the
progress report or evaluation submtted by the provider, but may not
include the entire history with the provider.

(2) If the report contains a recommendation, opinion, or assertion
by the departnment relating to visitation with a child, the departnent
shall attach the document upon which the recommendati on, opinion, or
assertion was based. The docunentation may include the nost recent
visitation report, a visitation report referencing a specific incident
alleged in the report, or summary of the visitation prepared by the
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person who supervised the visitation. The docunentation attached to
the report shall not include the entire visitation history.

(3) If the report contains a recommendati on, opinion, or assertion
by the departnent relating to the psychol ogi cal status of a person, the
departnent shall attach the docunent upon which the recomendati on,
opi nion, or assertion was based. The docunentation may include the
progress report, evaluation, or summary submtted by the provider, but
shall not include the entire history of the person.

(4) If the report contains a recommendati on, opinion, or assertion
by the departnent relating to injuries to a child, the departnent shal
attach a summary of the physician's report, prepared by the physician
or the physician's designee, relating to the reconmmendati on, opinion,
or assertion by the departnent.

(5) If the report contains a recomendati on, opinion, or assertion
by the departnent relating to a hone study, licensing action, or
background check information, the departnent shall attach the docunent
or docunents upon which that recommendati on, opinion, or assertion is
based.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act shall be known and cited as the
Raf ael Gonez act.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. |If specific funding for the purposes of this
act, referencing this act by bill or chapter nunber, is not provided by
June 30, 2007, in the ommi bus appropriations act, this act is null and
void."
